(Editor’s note: Stanley T. Borden, one of the foremost rail 
historians of the redwood country, has written the stories of 
three of the smaller logging railroads in Humboldt County. 
Flourishing since before the turn of the century, these three 
companies, along with many other “oldtimers,” were victims 
of the depression of the thirties. By today’s standards they 
were small operations, perhaps, but in the main they were self- 
contained with company owned logging railroads and lumber 
schooner fleets, and in the case of the Elk River Mill & Lumber 
Co., with a common carrier, the Bucksport & Elk River Rail- 
road, to transport the sawn lumber to the docks.) 


Elk River Mill & Lumber Co.

Noah H. Falk, Judge C. G. Staf- 
ford and Mr. Hawley acquired 
some 9000 acres of redwood tim- 
ber on the South Fork Elk River 
and proceeded to build a narrow 
gauge railroad from tidewater at 
Bucksport on Humboldt Bay to 
this timber. This railroad was 
organized in 1882 under the name 
of the Elk River Railroad, but by 
the time it had been constructed 
as far as Elk River, the owners 
found themselves in dire need of 
financial support and sold their 
interests to the Dolbeer & Carson 
Lumber Company and the Cali- 
fornia Redwood Company, who 
reorganized the company as the 
Bucksport & Elk River Railroad 
and completed it to Falk as a 
standard gauge line.

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ganized the Elk River Mill & 
Lumber Company and in 1885 
constructed a saw mill and laid 
out the company town of Falk. 
A large wharf and lumber yard 
were also constructed at Bucks- 
port at which sailing and steam 
ships loaded lumber for distant 
markets. This lumber was car- 
ried on the trains of the B&ER 
from Falk to Bucksport. A log- 
ging railroad was built~ several 
miles up the South Fork Elk 
River into the timber and Noah 
Falk brought his little locomotive 
from his Arcata mill to haul logs 
to the mill. In 1888, Mrs. Leila 
M. Scribner established a_ post 
office just north of Falk, which 
became Scribner and handled all 
the mail for Falk. Later she lost 
the postal franchise to the com- 
pany store and the town of Scrib- 
ner was no more. 

In 1890, the mill was destroyed 
by fire, but it was soon replaced 
by a larger and more modern one. 
With the completion of the 
Northwestern Pacific Railroad in 
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1914, cars were brought over the 
B&ER to the mill for loading for 
distant points. In 1920, J. R. Hani- 
fy of San Francisco, purchased 
the company and acquired an in- 
terest in the B&ER. He had two 
steam schooners and _ acquired 
three more to carry the mill’s 
products to the markets in San 
Francisco and other California 
points. 

In 1932, the company sold its 
stock in the B&ER to the Dolbeer 
& Carson Lumber Company. The 
mill operated during the depres- 
sion, but as business continued 
to be bad it became necessary in 
1937 to close it down, and it was 
never reopened. The mill and 
town sat idle for so many years 
that in 1952, due to its decrepit 
condition, the mill, store, depot, 
houses and other buildings were 
torn down, the log pond dam was 
blown up, the logging railroad 
and the B&ER tracks from the 
North Fork Elk River junction 
to Falk were torn up, and loco- 


motives Nos. 2 and 3 sold. 

Locomotive No. 1, the “Falk,” 
when and by whom it was built 
is unknown, was first used in San 
Francisco for leveling sand dunes. 
In 1875, Noah Falk purchased it 
and shipped it by boat to Arcata 
for use in hauling logs for his 
Dolly Varden mill. It was used 
continuously there until he 
moved it to the Elk River mill 
in 1886, where it saw service in 
hauling logs until No. 2 was pur- 
chased in 1903; thereafter it was 
used around the mill until re- 
tired in 1926. In 1936, it was taken 
to Eureka and used in a Fourth 
of July parade, running on the 
street car tracks. It was then 
taken to Fort Humboldt at Bucks- 
port and put on display until sev- 
eral years ago when it was moved 
to Sequoia Park in Eureka. This 
is the oldest locomotive to ever 
run in Humboldt County and was 
one of the first three locomotives 
to be put into service in the coun- 
ty, in 1875.

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Metropolitan Redwood 
Lumber Co.

The third big sawmill to be 
built in the Eel River Valley was 
that of the Metropolitan Redwood 
Lumber Company, which was 
founded by Thomas Atkinson. 
The company acquired timber in 
several locations, including Stater 
Creek, Dean Creek, and Jordan 
Creek, and in 1904 a mill was 
erected at McDiarmid Prairie be- 
side the Eel River. To provide 
homes for the employes, the 
company town of Metropolitan 
was built, which consisted of a 
number of residences, a store, a 
large hotel, and other buildings. 
A mile long railroad was con- 
structed between the mill and the 
San Francisco & Northwestern 
Railway, which later became the 
Northwestern Pacific Railroad in 


1907. 

After the nearby timber had 
been cut, the company in 1907 
built a logging railroad south 
from the mill, across the Eel 
River on a timber trestle to Stater 
Creek where there was a fine 
stand of redwood timber. A two- 
truck Shay and log cars were 
purchased to bring the logs to 
the mill. This same year the 
company acquired the steam lum- 
ber schooner “San Pedro” to take 
their lumber from Fields Landing 
to San Francisco and southern 
California. Shortly after they had 
purchased the “San Pedro,” it 
had a collision in a heavy fog off 
Cape Mendocino with the coastal 
passenger ship “Columbia” which 
sank with a loss of 85 lives. The

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company also acquired the steam 
schooner ‘Rival.’ 

About 1912, Shay No. 1 was 
wrecked with a log train as it 
was descending the grade to 
Stater Creek. It was a foggy 
morning and the train did not 
respond to the brakes and sand 
on the wet rail. Engineer Skin- 
ner, Conductor Green and Mr. 
Atkinson jumped from the cab 
when the train went out of con- 
trol, but four other men riding 
the train were killed when the 
engine turned over on a curved 
trestle. Another Shay, No. 2, was 
purchased from the Ione & East- 
ern Railroad. No. 1 was later re- 
paired and returned to service. 

In 1916 the “San Pedro” was 
transferred to a company subsidi- 
ary, the San Pedro Steamship 
Company and then in 1920 it was 
sold to the Philippine Islands. 
The logging railroad was gradu- 
ally extended several miles into 
Dean Creek and was high on the 
hill above the town of Rio Dell. 


The mill and town of Metropol- 
itan was a very busy and import- 
ant place in the 1920’s, so much so 
that all of the Pickwick stages 
were routed off the main highway 
to go through the town. 

Suddenly, all that came to an 
end when in 1929 the mill burned 
to the ground and was not rebuilt 
due to the depression. The loco- 
motives and cars were spotted on 
the spur that connected with the 
NWP and left to rust. In 1933 the 
Pacific Lumber Company finish- 
ed logging the company’s timber 
on the hill above Rio Dell by 
truck and in 1934 they purchased 
Shay No. 1 for use on their Mon- 
ument Creek logging line. Short- 
ly after this Shay No. 2 and the 
cars were sold for scrap and a 
number of the company houses 
were moved to Rio Dell. Today 
the only evidence of the once ex- 
tensive lumbering operations are 
a couple of company residences, 
including the Atkinson home and 
the hotel. 





Everything that goes up must come down, in one fashion or another. Wrecks 
on logging railroads were quite common occurrences, though damage inflicted 
in this wreck about 1912 on Metropolitan Redwood No. 1 was excessive.

The McKay & Company was 
organized by Allen McKay in the 
1880’s and built a saw mill in 
Eureka. The mill, known as the 
Occidental mill, was located on 
the waterfront at First and C 
Streets, readily served by ships 
coming into Humboldt Bay. The 
company acquired timber on Ry- 
an’s Slough, just west of Eureka, 
and proceeded to build a logging 
railroad up the slough into the 
timber. The northern terminus of 
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Metropolitan Redwood Lumber Co. 
No. 1 posed against a slaughtered 
hillside during the heyday of the log- 
ging railroad. This locomotive later 
became No. 36 on the roster of The 
Pacific Lumber Co.

the railroad was on. Eureka 
Slough, where a log dump, a 
small yard, shops and an engine 
house were constructed. The logs 
were rafted from the log dump 
along the slough into the bay and 
to the mill. 

As with most railroads, the 
McKay one had its troubles too, 
due to some misunderstanding 
with Mr. C. W. Hill, through 
whose land the railroad ran. Mr. 
Hill built a fence across the track, 
thus stopping traffic. To «get 
around this, in April, 1891, the 
company constructed about a mile 
of new railroad on their own 
property, including a_ tunnel 
about 350 feet in length and a 
long fill. The tunnel was built as 
a cut, but due to the narrow 
space between the track and the 
Hill property, it was necessary

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that the cut be boarded on both 
sides and roofed over to keep 
Hill’s property from caving in 
and sliding onto the track. 

By 1893, there were five miles 
of railroad in operation, served 
by No. 1, a little 0-4-4 saddle 
tank locomotive. The company 
acquired several sailing schoon- 
ers to carry their lumber to the 
markets at California ports. These 
were later sold, but never re- 
placed with steam schooners. In 
1904, engine No. 2, a 2-4-2 saddle 
tank named “J. J. Loggie” was 
purchased to assist No. 1. 

The company increased their 
supply of timber in 1911 by the 


purchase of 2400 acres on Ryan’s 
Slough from The Pacific Lumber 
Company. With the completion of 
the Northwestern Pacific Rail- 
road to the south in 1914, the 
company supplemented shipping 
by boat with rail transportation 
to distant destinations. 

The logging railroad slowly in- 
creased in length as the timber 
was cut, reaching six miles in 
1922. During the depression the 
mill continued to operate until it 
burned in 1934 and was not re- 
built. With the passing of time, 
there is no trace today of either 
the miil or the logging railroad.

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RAILWAY AGE 


The SANTA FE 
has ordered 100 70- 
ton covered hopper 
cars at a cost of 
$1,225,000, with 50 
to be built by Gen- 
ecal American and 
50 by Pullman-Standard. 

UNION PACIFIC has ordered 
75 2400-hp SD-24 diesels from 
Electro-Motive at a cost of $19 
million. The first 30 will be de- 
livered in mid-July and the bal- 
ance will start delivery in August. 
The engines will be turbo-charged 
and equipped to burn a residual 
type fuel. Conversion of some of 
the GP-9 diesels to turbo-charger 
is being planned. Three units have 
already been converted and are 
undergoing trials. 

The MILWAUKEE ROAD has 
ordered 50 70-ton, 60-ft. flatcars 
from Thrall for delivery during 
the second quarter of ’59. SOUTH- 
ERN PACIFIC has ordered equip- 
ment from Union Switch & Signal 
for the CTC system between 
Lordsburg, N.M., and _ Anapra, 
N.M., (just outside El Paso, Texas) 
some 145 miles.

Railfans Buy Muni 178 


The Bay Area El- 
ectric RR Ass’n has 
purchased San 
Francisco Munici- 
pal Railway car 
178, last of the 
“iron monsters,” 

and it was loaded on a flat car 
March 9 for Yuba City. The car 
was towed down Geary Street 
March 6 from the Geary barn by 
a Muni tow-truck to Market 
Street and hence under its own 
powér to Elkton Shops where it 
was loaded. It was loaded on WP 
flat 2758 and was routed SP to 
Sacramento and Sacramento Nor- 
thern to Yuba City. It will operate 
on a BAERA excursion May 3 and 
eventually will be used on the 
proposed Museum ‘Railway at 
Colusa.

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State PUC Charges SP 


The California 
Utilities Com- 
D mission handed 
down its’ long 
expected decis- 
ion on the SP 
passenger aban- 
donments deny- 
ing all of the requests except the 
two Oakland - Sacramento locals 
226 and 241 which end March 30. 
The commission ordered the SP 
to extend its bus service between 
Oakland and the Ferry Building 
to Third & Townsend depot — an 
idea long rumored as an SP plan. 
The order also made final an ear- 
lier temporary order for consoli- 
dation of the Lark and Starlight. 

The commission in a split 3 to 2 
decision went on to accuse the SP 
of deliberately permitting its ser- 
vices to deteriorate in order to 
discourage passengers from using 
its trains. 

The commission ordered the SP 
to add six new streamlined chair 
cars to both the West Coast and 
Owl and to study and develop con- 
crete plans for better passenger 
service and attractive, inexpen- 
sive food on trains and to make 
a report to the commission in 200 
days. 

While the application was under 
submission the SP filed an appli- 
cation with the ICC to over-rule 
the state on the abandonment of 
the eight intra-state trains and 
they may get a second chance at 
bat.

On January 29 the 3400, 3406, 
and 3423 were moved dead to El 
Paso and on February 9 they were 
sold to W. Silver, scrap dealer.
